From every part of the country we have comments. more 
or less severe, upon the present state of the national House of 
Representatives. It is no longer a representative body, say the 
erities. It has lost its constitutional power of originating '< 
islation. Statesmanship h:is disappeared from its proceedings. 
The orator finds no opportunity. The individual is lost. The 
speaker and the committee on rules comprise the whole show 
and monopolist the rights. 

Frankly, there is truth in these criticisms, The House of 
Kepresentutives is not what it used to he. Political evolution 
hat carried it far Ix yond oratory and personal competition in 
debate. It is a department of the government corporation 
managed from the business office. But it is strictly unfair to 
charge the change to the men whom we send to Washington. 
They are. of course, no better than they should be, but they 
are just about what the people who cleeted them intended they 
should become. 

In a notable kddrcss some month- ago before one of the 
universities Justice Brewer said: "It in useless to scold legis- 
lators, or lawyers, or judges, or executives. They will never 
be any better than the popular sentiment that is back of them." 

This is absolutely true, and when we consider the present 
condition of the House of Kepresentnth i - it is only fair to re- 
member that the Representative in Congr ess is only as good a> 
the populM sentiment that is back of him. 

Thus we easily trace the deteriorat ion of our Representa- 
tives to the electorates. Find, if you can. in your experience 
or in your knowledge, a recent Congressional election in which 
the issues have been large questions of public policy Of anything 
that meets the measure of real statesmanship. Nowadays a 
member of Congress is elected in an atmosphere of apathy, and 
very rarely do one-half of the people t:ike the trouble to go out 
to vote. So it frequently happens that a Representative i- ien( 
to Washington by the ballots of a small minority of those who 
in his constituency arc entitled to the franchise. 

We have before us the official Congressional Director; of 
the Fifty-eighth Congress, which began as extraordinary ses- 
sion on the !*th of November. In it are the votes received by 
the various members. Take the case of Speaker Cannon him- 
self. He received only 22,941 votes in a district that has a 
population of M9,S5& His ease is far above the average. In 
the second district of Alabama, with a population of 889,668, 
the total vote for the Congressman was only about 16,000, Bud 
in some other districts with populations running into the hun- 
dreds of thousands, the vote was as low M 18,000 and in many 
of them below 20,000. 

In these days American constituents do not elect Represen- 
tatives to be statesmen, but to be active agents who will use 
their efforts to get as much as possible in orhces und appro 
priations for their districts. And thus every two years we have 
these gentlemen returning home for popular indorsement, basing 
their claims not on any speeches they made or any great public 
measures they advanced, but on the boasts that they got as 
much as they could for their districts. It is not fair, there- 
fore, to put all the blame on them. They are. no better than 
the public sentiment that is back of them. 

In other words, we get what we elect. -Saturday Evening 
Post.

The Ground Ho? Not A 

Hof But A Woodchunck. 

Tuesday, February 2, is the date 
accepted as ground hog day, although 
there is some dispute aboat it. A few 
facts along this line might not be 
amiss. 

The ground hog is not a hog at all, 
hot a woodchuncu. He is one of the 
rodeut or knawing animals, native to 
America. He is fifteen to eighteen 
inches in length, color varying from 
blackish to grizzled above and cnest- 
"ut red below. feet dark, Uil blacki»h, 
sometime? with grayish rings. The 
form is thica and clumsy, neck hardly 
apparent, head broad and flat, legs 
short and thick, tail short and busby, 
eyes small, ears short, feet large and 
naked below, hair rather short, 
whiskers long and stout. Its range is 
from Hudson B^y to Sooth Carolina 
and westward to the neighborhood 
of the Rocay Mountains. It takes its 
name of ground hog from its greedi- 
ness and its burrowing habits. It 
ip holes in the fields on the 
sides of bills, or under rocks in the 
woods, in a slanting direction, at 
first upward to keep out of the water 
In the borrow thus made, with sever- 
al compartments and usually with 
more than one entrance, the ground 
nog passes the winter in a dormant 
state.

go. "Twenty Injuns," he says, 
"to one pale face," over there. 
But the general was obstinate, the 
charge was made, and the sad re- 
sult every school boy aud girl in 
Ameriea knows. Curiey Is now 
forty-six years old, being at the 
time of the battle only eighteen. 
He made his escape in the thick of 
the battle by snatching the blanket 
off a dead Sioux Indian w ho had 
been killed by a soldier and thus 
clothed in the savage's attire he 
WM enabled to get out of the en 

envy's camp to the forces of Gen 

Beno, who was near by. Mr. 
Smith secured an eagle feather 
from the head dress of Curiey and 
has presented it to Irondequoit 
Tribe, I. O. K. M. He also pre- 
sented the above named tribe w ith 
a genuine pair of Indian moccasins, 
all of which will be highly prized 
by the local Red Men. 

They met also White Swan, 
another Crow chief, who was with 
(Jen. Reno at the time of the battle 
of the Little Big Horn and who 
was severely wounded, which made 
him a cripple ever after. These 
Indians now lead a life of case. and 
seem satisfied with their condition 
as pensioners off Uncle Sam.

PARMER KILLS HIS SIFTER. 



Afterward Behead* the Body With 
an Axe- -Says the Lord Com- 
manded Him to Do It. 



DunKirk, N. Y., Jan. 24. - Frank 
Nichols, who lives in Van Buren, six 
miles west of here, was roustd early 
this morning by a Knocking at bis 
doer He found Isaac Hall, a neigh 
bor. standing in the snow, clad only 
i a shirt ami trousers 
"I've killed my sister", said Hall 
You had better come over to tbe 
bouse. ' ' 

Nichols followed the barefoot man 
through the snow to tbe Hall house 
the Moriau farm. He took one 
look into tbe wo si shed and fled to the 
■legraph station, where be summon- 
ed Chief of Police West and Coroner 
Blood from Dunkirk. They reached 
tbe Hall house at B o'clock and found 
Hall asleep. He did not resist arrest 
and was handcuffed. The oftic<rs 
found tbe body of Miss Hannah 
•Jail iu the woodshed, covered with 
carpets and bed.milts. On top of the 
pile were a revolver, a pocket Haifa, 

butcher knife and an axe, all blood 
stained. 

Hall told the officers that he killed 
s sister at 4 o'clock, having been 
immanded by the Lord to kill her. 
He called her from the room, and as 
she entered tbe sittiogroom he tired 
Br, but missed. Then he cut her 
throat with the pocset knife, but 
made only a sligat wonnd. 

The pair (ought all over the sitting 
room, and Hall dragged bis sister 
into the dining room and cnt her 
throat with 'be butcher knife.
